Although the principal point a,t issue in tho 
coming ejections will bo a declaration in favor 
either of a continuance of Provincialism in a 
moro or less amended form or tho comjilete 
extinction of that complex systom of govern- 
ment, there are other, and scarcely less im- 
portant, considerations which it will be well 
for the electors to bear in mind, and regard- 
ing which explicit and satisfactory assurances 
should be demanded from every candidate 
seeking a place in tho. new Parliament. It 
may be taken as an index that the public 
mind, in this district at all events, is fully 
alive to the importance of the main question 
now before the country, when wo see the 
various classes of electors availing themselves 
of e very -opportunity of discussing the posi- 
tion; but it is just possible that in the all- 
absorbing controversy, Provincialism v. Cen- 
tralism, other questions may be lost sight of. 
To the majority of residents in this Province, 
we think, it is of much move importance that 
every facility should ho afforded the people 
to settle on tho land than even that 
the form of government should be al- 
tered, cumbersome and extravagant as the 
present Provincial system is admitted to 
be. Not only will the coming appeal to 
the ballot settle wlmt legislation is to bo pro- 
vided for us iii the future, but upon it will 
hinge a more vital issue— the Land Question. 
A deal of capital is attempted to be made by 
the Provincial party on this point. They as- 
sert that as the runholders arc largely in 
favor of Abolition therefore they have in- 
terested motives in advocating the demolition 
of Provincialism.' It is almost needless to 
say that this style of argument will not avail 
with thinking, intelligent men. It may be 
swallowed by a certain class if administered 
with sufficient warmth,, and will no doubt be 
made much of from the stump. But its effect 
will be evanescent when the statement is 
looked into carefully. It is somewhat re- 
markable that this anti-squatter cry is 
strongly raised by men who have acquired 
large landed estates in freehold. Having 
“got all they want,” in the way of land mo- 
nopoly, they feel themselves actuated by pure 
motives in linking the name of the General 
Government with all that is averse to settle- 
ment. Need it be said that this pretended 
patriotism is put forth to mislead, and not 
with the intention or desire to effect any 
good purpose. It suits the exigencies of the 
time, and is used accordingly. No doubt if 
the runholders had it in their power, they, 
as a class, would be quite prepared to sacri- 
1 lice the public weal to secure their own ag- 
grandisement ; but it happens that they do 
not possess that power, and it will be the 
fault of the people themselves if they allow 
the squatter to shut out settlement. The 
future disposal of the land, and the dictation 
as to how best to make it available for homes 
for the people, is now in the hands of the 
electors, and we sincerely trust they will 
allow no other party or political cry to swerve 
them from a determination to have the conn -I 
try peopled as it should be. With a large 
and continuous stream of immigrants landim 
on our shores, each day is making the de 
maud for land more imperative. Populatioi 
will settle in the country under whateve 
form of government we may exist, but loex 
up the land against them and they will ui- 
doubtedly seek fresh holds for their ener- 
gies. The avidity with which land is securd 
for cultivation wherever available allows tht 
the hunger cannot be appeased but by tie 
country being thrown open as soon as fried 
from the bonds of the rnnh older. If the !c- 
mand is such nmv, what will it be in thee 
or four years more, when the population 
must be very largely augmented. It will be 
such that no Government could safely i?en 
attempt to withstand the pressure which will 
be brought to bear,— even assuming, which 
no ono has a right to do, that the Go em- 
inent of the day will be so inclined. L<5 the 
people be true to themselves ; let them 
stand shoulder to shoulder in tho deteinina- 
tion to secure an efficient and cconmical 
system of local government, and cut ff the 
costly cxcresccnscs which have accunilated 
on our governing machinery ; let than re- 
solve to return no candidate who is mfc pre- 
pared to set forth a clear and decide! state- 
ment of hi.s views on the Land Quests, and 
we fca? not that the future wi show 
they have acted wisely and well.

A most mysterious affair has occurred at 
lake Obou, about 150 miles from Gam am, be- 
tveen Thursday the 25th and Sunday, 28th ult. 
Iwo station hands, named Hugh Hannah and 
\atthew Cunningham, on the 25th ult. were sent 
ajross the Lake in a boat for a load of chart by 
\r Dick, manager of the Lake Olnm Station. 
Tot returning within three days, a search party 
vas instituted, resulting in the discovery of the 
bat with chaff, oars, &o. t strewed along tho 
siore ; and inside the boat was the body of 
Tan nah, bearing three bruises on the head, 
lotably one on the temple. Those who found 
bo body assert that the nock was dislocated, 
anl it is supposed that the murder liui been 
committed by Cunningham, who cannot he found, 
Ihough every search was made. The jury on 
Hie spot returned an open verdict, and the resi- 
dents buried the body, but the matter coming to 
die ears of the police ab Oamaru, they have sent 
ip a doctor to make a post mortem examination, 
rhe police throughout the Province have been 
put on tlie alert. 

The Icng-iMayed settlement of the com- 
pletion of the Carrick race by the General Go- 
vemment seems at last to be definitely arranged, 
as the Chairman of the Company (Mr Janies 
Taylor) received last week a telegram from Mr 
C. E. Hanghton, stating that the Government 
had arrived at a decision on Saturday as to 
the terms on which it would advance the money, 
and that a letter with same had been posted. 
As far as the company is concerned, it has very 
little choice in the matter, as the capital is all 
called up on the shares that are taken, and as 
the Government holds a mortgage on the pro- 
perty for the moneys already advanced, the com- 
pany will he bound to accept the terms offered ; 
hut the thing once completed, there can be no 
fear of the result. Although the shareholders 
may not receive any immediate dividends, as tlm 
debt is cleared off the shires will gradually in- 
crease in value, and judging from the revenue 
derived from the small quantity of water already 
in, and tho competition to obtain the water ab 
almost any price, the liability would be cleared 
off in a comparatively short time, and those who 
have taken shares will then have a splendid pro- 
perty. 

The regular meeting of the Bruce Lodge, 
T.O.G.T., was held in the schoolroom, Bannock- 
burn, ou the evening of the 4th inst. There 
was a good muster of members, many of whom 
had travelled some miles in order to take part 
in the proceedings. After tho usual opening 
ceremony, one candidate was initiated and two 
applications for membership were received.

Tho anniversary of the birth of 
the Bruce Lodge happened on the l*2th of Sep- 
tember last, but tlie time being inopportune it 
was considered advisable to postpone th c celebra- 
tion of the event until the Christmas holidays, 
when the weather could be more depended upon 
for out- door demonstration. A motion to hold 
a monster picnic on Monday the 27th instant, 
(Boxing Day), and to invite the entire public to 
attend, was enthusiastically passed, and a 
s*romr working committee elected to carry out 
the affair.

The committee of management 
natural lv enough looked to the outside public 
to manifest an interest iu their proceedings, 
as it afforded an incentive to increased exer- 
tion nn behalf of tlio institution. Without 
further remark, he would call upon the Sec- 
retary to read the . 

Annual Report, 1873‘. 

Gentlemen,— In accordance wirh a clause in 
the Ordinance of Incorporation, vour comnmt& 
now In v before you the seventh annual report 
and h lance-sheet' of the Cromwell Athenfcmn, 
and in so doing we purpose briefly to review the 
nast, present, and future of this institution, 
tlie management of which has been entrusted to 
t us du r in the pnst year. 

Financiillv, your committee can only claim 
credit for a balance in favor of the funds of £24 
10s Id, At tho same time wo would remind you 
that the sunplv of magazines and periodicals 
has been ordered a id paid for. for the ensui g 
year. 

In a financial point of view the duties of your 
committee have been mom arduous than hereto- 
fore, from the extended nature of their opera- 
tions, as will be seen by reference to the balance- 
sheet which is now submitted. 

Since the erection of tho Athenaeum Hall, 
spoken of in such glow'ng terms by your previous 
committee, we have had to incur considerable 
expense in seating and lighting the sam a , in 
order to render the had suitable for a lodge room 
and entertainments. We have much pleasure in 
repn thig that a valuable addition Ins been made 
to the propertv of tho hall, by the purchase of a 
handsome Kirkman’s piano, at a cost of CS2, 
a porrinn of the money having been collected by 
private subscription ; your committee have Vcn 
fuily justified ill incurring this expenditure, when 
wp call vour at^enMnn to the fact that a sum nf 
€82 7s has been collected for rent and u«e of hall 
during our term n e oflino. Also a further sum 
of -£l>4 7s has been added to the funds, tbc pro- 
ceeds of amateur entertain men ts during tlio 
vear ; and tho thanks of the subs or fliers arc duo 
to the members of the Amateur Dramatic Olnh 
for the donation of £2’>, handed over to the 
treasurer. We have to rcivut that the funds of 
the institution have been fnnher augmented hv 
tlie handsome sum of £175 12s Sd the amount of 
subaid v awarded by the LVovim-id Government 
from the grant of moneys in aid of Athemvnins. 

Notwithstanding these figures, a considerable 
debt still hangs over the institution, ns will be s^en 
reference to the balance-sheet, demanding in- 
creased exertion nu the part of our successors in 
ordor to reduce the amount.* 

We regret that we have not been ride to pur- 
chase anvnew books for the reading-room, owing 
to other financial matters passing nn vour com- 
mittee. But we would recommend tho attention 
of the new committee to the lists wlficll ive pro- 
pose they shoul 1 order at once from the Educa- 
tion Board ; the hooks have ouly arrived in the 
Province within the ^nst three or four wroka. 
and as our term of office was about to expire we 
thought it right to leave the matter to our suc- 
cessors. 

We estimate the v.a'no of the property of the 
institution to bo £1513 17a. Gut of that, £3 1 3 
17s may be fairly nut down as the value of read- 
ing room properties. 

Before closing our report we consider it mir 
duty to urge upon the new committee the neces- 
sity for them to make an exertion to complete 
that portion of the budding original! v iiPdndc l 
for a reading-room, seeing that up to the present 
t ; mn we have been indebted to flm c”iir+.pQv of 
the Town Council for the use of their Hall for a 
reading-room more especially as that body 
contemplate making increased nccoinmnda 1 ion frir 
the despatch of public business It will there- 
fore be an imperative rlutv on our successors to 
provide <a reading-room in con ncc Hon with the 
institution ; as nbn to make provision for ex- 
hibiting the valuable miiMT.il specimens, fo^ils 
and stones, the gift of the Ot airo museum.

ring you to that issue of the Provincial Gazette 
wherem his Honor tho Superintendent until iua 
publicly tlio grant of tho Lower Flat as nn en- 
dowment.

The Building Fund represented balance 
from last audit and receipts for past year to 
amount to L.552 9s 3d, while the disburse- 
ments amounted to L.570 4s 8d. To close 
the bank account, a sum of L.17 J5s oil had 
been borrowed from the ordinary fund. 

The chairman intimated that he would bo 
Jad to hear any remarks oil the statements 
just read, 

Mr MacKelbir, while expressing his gene- 
ral satisfaction with tho Secretary's statement 
and the work accomplished by the Committee 
during the year, in tlie completion and fur- 
nishing of the Athonamm building, was yet 
sorry to see that one practice had been in- 
dulged in which he was sure only required 
pointing out to be remedied. Ho referred 
to moneys paid as subscriptions to the library 
being diverted from their legitimate fund 
and used for purposes connected with the 
hall. This was a vicious system, and one 
which he hoped would not be allowed to go 
on. It was always iu tended that the hall 
and its appurtenances should be completed 
by moneys subscribed for the purpose,— the 
aim being that the hall should be made to 
pay for itself, lie noticed that no less than 
L.45 had been so appropriated f<>r Jnli and 
piano. He did not . desire -to blame, but 
simply pointed the matter out for remedy. 

Mr Jolly explained, and asserted Mr JVIac- 
Kellar’s remarks were without foundation. 
A reference to the balance-sheet would show 
that the sum of only L.3S 0s Gd had been 
paid during the year in subscriptions,— a very 
small sum, comparatively speaking, and diffi- 
cult of collection. Of that sum, nearly the 
whole had been spent in connection with tlie 
library; The building fund had borrowed 
from the library fund the sum of L.17 los 
5d, to close bank account. 

Oil the mo tiun of Mr S. N. Brown, se- 
conded by Mr Dawkins, the report and 
balance sheets as read were adopted ; and a 
hearty vote of thanks accorded the retiring 
committee for their successful exertions dur- 
ing the’r term of office.

Decembers, 1875. 

After a most severe week of stormy wea- 
ther,— cold winds, rain, and sleet alternat- 
ing, — to-day shows an improvement. We 
have these wonderfully rapid changes so 
characteristic of the Colonies, and cannot 
trust the weather for a day. 

Our trout are all distributed. 400 were 
sent to the Greenstone on Friday last. This 
makes nearly 1000 liberated this season. 
The great care required was too much for one 
person to undertake, and, with the cold, 
'damp weather, has seriously affected Mr 
Worthington. T am glad to say he is much 
better, and it is to be hoped that our local 
^authorities will see that adequate assistance 
is rendered to him during the hatching of 
the next batch. It is too mach to expect 
one person to devote his skill to the use of 
idle public, and then have to -Ao the manual 
labor as well, 

Mr Manders has issued his address to the 
'electors. It is the weakest thing of the kind 
■on record, — a transparent attempt to please 
the squatter, capitalist, and liberal. He is 
■evidently a Centralist trying to catch the 
liberal vote by a hazy scheme of local self- 
government and a tax, on the holder of pri- 
vate property over 640 acres: the latter, a 
■scheme that he knows well the public mind 
is not yet prepared to consider ; and the 
former, one of these catchpenny promises 
thrown in to divert the public mind from the 
real question, — Are we to be governed by a 
Council for the South Island (Home Rule), 
■or by a clique at Wellington for the benefit 
of the runholders ? On one thing, however, 
lie is clear. He is a Free Trader, — a policy 
that has reduced the revenue of New South 
Wales by L. 126,000 this year, and made her 
a customer of protective Victoria for boots, 
shoes, clothing, and other Victorian manu- 
factured articles. Free trade in the Colonies 
means freedom to the capitalist to buy up 
the land and crush the farmer, and practical 
prohibition of the local manufacture of our 
raw material. How deluded politicians are 
if they imagine that the darkness and igno- 
rance of the working classes can be continued ! 
The night is gone. The interests of the run- 
holders and capitalists do conflict with those 
of the people, and the battle must be fought ; 
and all who cry, “ Peace, keep your eyes 
closed ; sleep, it is not yet day,” must be 
Looked upon as public enemies, and as 
wretched demagogues, who only wish to 
serve themselves, and take advantage of any 
little popularity they may have obtained by 
forcing themselves on the public notice. 
The real question must not be shirked. We 
intend to insist on a plain answer to the 
question, — Are you a supporter of the pre- 
sent Government — yes or no ? This election 
will be a class contest of the severest kind, 
and those who deprecate “putting class 
against class,” are talking nonsense, and they 
know it. All the laws of the Colonies that 
deal with land or customs are based on class 
legislation, and most of them are of a very 
one-sided character. 

Our new courthouse is being rapidly run 
up. The Government have sent one of their 
inspectors, M.r D. Millar, to supervise the 
work. He is certainly very attentive to his 
work, and obliging to the workmen in show- 
ing them anything in the details they may 
not understand. 

Our Volunteers have decided on getting 
new uniforms, I understand they intend to 
adopt a blue patrol jacket and blue trousers. 
They procured the cloth of their present uni- 
forms from Government, paying for the mak- 
ing themselves. This time they intend to 
call for tenders, and get the money advanced 
by the Defence Department. They expect 
. to get the dress for about £3. 

We have had several distinguished visitors 
here for the past week. They visited the 
head of the Lake, and express themselves as 
having been astonished at the grandeur of 
the scenery. 

The Rev. D. Ross has returned to the dis- 
trict much improved in appearance by the 
■ change of scene. It is rumored that his ser- 
vices were much appreciated by the people 
of Naseby. We have a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary, a Mr Stuart, from Glasgow, visiting 
us just now, who is creating quite a sensa- 
tion in all who can be affected emotionally.

ARROWTOWN.

December 6, 1875. 

One of the coach horses bolted the other, 
day while being led to the stable with his 
traces and harness on, and after flying round 
the town at top speed slipped down in front 
of Paterson’s bakers shop, one of the win- 
dows of which lie smashed in, A number of 
men managed then to secure the frightened 
animal. 

A man named Morrow was apprehended at 
the 12-Mile creek and tried at Arrowfcowu 
during the week oil a charge of uttering 
valueless cheques at Cardrona. The offence 
appears to have been committed during a 
drunken spree, and the prisoner then de 
camped and was, after several days search, 
taken by Constable Comyn at the head of 
the 12-Mile. Morrow was sentenced to ten 
months’ imprisonment by Mr Warden Strat- 
ford. 

The weather has not yet cleared up pro- 
perly, as heavy rain fell again last night. 
The Star accounts for the inclement season 
by pointing out that every 23 years Neptune 



and Mercury are in conjunction, causing at- 
mospheric disturbance on this plauet, and 
that this is the case at present.

The company, how- 
ever, will soon alter the course of the tunnel 
so as to explore the width of the channel, 
and more gold will then be obtained. 

The Crown Terrace question is likely to 
crop up again and will demand settlement. 
Several parties have recently fenced and cul- 
tivated land upon it, and have been ejected 
by the Ranger for illegal occupation. It is 
now quite time that steps were taken by the 
Government to have the Terrace thrown open 
for agricultural leasing ort terms of free entry 
for mining, with a reserve along the front of 
the terrace, as recommended by the witnesses 
examined before the Goldfields Committee 
last session. The matter is likely to be ac- 
tively agitated here. It would have been 
settled before had the Gold fields Committee 
adopted the suggestions of the witnesses, in- 
stead of bringing up recommendations totally 
opposed to them.

A little unpleasantness has occurred be- 
tween Tom and myself , about my contribu- 
tions to the Argus.

tobacco, (which Tom says has been imported 
purposely as slow poison to exterminate the 
Maoris). Mark the dialogue : — 

Tom.— “ Collins, do you mind my putting 
a man in my place for a month ? ,K 

O. P.— “ No, Tom, if you can get a decent 
fellow. But what ails you, man ? Surely 
you are riot thinking of getting a wife ?” 

Tom. — “ Shiver my timbers, no. I’ve not 
got lunatic yet, old man. I have been a tor 
a good many years, Collins, but I don’t want 
to be spliced to a tartar yet, — which all the 
she- male kind are that I’ve ever clapped my 
eyes on. No, no, that’s not my lay. But 
I’ve been reading in the papers about these 
great men at Wellington and in the North 
Island, who travel about with aid e-de -camps 
and secretaries and lots of servants, that are 
called contingencies in the parliament papers 
when they make up the yearly accounts of 
the Colony. Wherever these great people 
go, you see their names in the newspapers, — 
how they arrived very tired, and after a 
short rest addressed the people, who thanked 
them for their condescension, and petitioned 
them for land, or tariffs, or something like 
that. Well, Collins, I would like to see 
some of these big men, and there is no 
chance here.” 

C. P. — “ What are you driving at, Tom ? 

I think the sun has affected you. Name one 
of the big men you mean.” 

Tom. — “Why, Sir Junius Vogel: men 
like him.” | 

C. P.— “I suppose you mean Sir Julius 
Vogel. He is not a big, but rather an 
undersized individual : at least, if he is the 
same man I knew at Maryborough.” 

Tom. — “ Avast there, Collins ; you know 
what I mean : big in portmanteaus and 
grandeur, and all the people running after 
them, like ; with a great title signed by the 
Queen, and written on parchment by some 
Lord Chamberlain.” 

C. P. — “ My dear Tom, believe me that 
plain Mr Thomas Shovel is a title equally to 
be respected as any that can be coined or 
created in the Colony. I am a Conservative 
in my way, Torn. I believe in monarchy, 
aristocracy, and lower classes. For it is not 
only the most orderly and systematic form of 
government, but with such aspirations for 
the inferior classes, true merit shews it- 
self ; and although a large majority of Bri- 
tish noblemen are so by inheritance, we have, 
to the credit of the country be it said, a fair 
sprinkling of men who have, by dint of 
energy, perseverance, and ambition, raised 
themselves, under Providence, to the highest 
position attainable. Pollock, St. Leonards, 
and Clyde are examples ; and if our Govern- 
ment had been a republic, there would have 
been no suitable reward for such ambitious and j 



deserving aspirants. But, Tom, nothing is 
more absurdly ridiculous, more intolerable or 
contemptible, than assumed spurious titles 
or honors. None but a flnob would have 
himself addressed by a rank or title not his. 
Of course, Tom, you and I, as diggers, occu- 
pied all the year round at manual labor, with 
our rough hands and dirty finger-nails, with 
the habits we have acquired of living, eating, 
and drinking in the most careless manner, 
would not at once be fit associates for those 
who are continually improving themselves 
according to the usages of society, who live 
at ease and in luxury ; although our ances- 
tors may have been superior to theirs. We 
should require time to polish ourselves up 
to appreciate Turkey carpets and embroidered 
slippers, with finger glasses and napkins, 
maraschino and French chocolate. For all 
our unfitness to suddenly change from a 
rough hard life to a luxurious one, we may 
nevertheless have within us all the essentials 
of gentlemen, — even birthright, if we could 
but trace out our genealogy.” 

Tom. — “ Genealogy ! what’s that?” 

(j. P. — “ Ancestry : who founded our 
name, who was our great-grandfather.” 

Torn. — “ I have heard father say my an- 
cestor was Sir Cloudlesly Shovel, a great Ad- 
miral ; but he married a quadroon, I think 
they call them, in the West Indies.” 

C P. — “Well, Lady Shovel may have 
been descended from some African prince, 
Tom.” 

Tom. — “ So she might, but I am afraid we 
could not trace her family out.”

The Medical Prescription of Alcohol 

Dr Munroe, speaking on this subject 
recently, said From a long and careful 
study of the subject, ho maintained that 
alcohol was injurious to the body in health, 
and exceedingly disputable as a curative 
agent in. illness. Many young members of 
the medical profession could not afford to tell 
a patient to give up drinking, and he felt 
persuaded that doctors were often blamed for 
ordering drink when they’did not desire it. 
Of late years there had been a great change 
for the better in this respect. Formerly, 
alcohol used to be prescribed to everybody 
for everything ; until too many were like Mrs 
Partington, who, poor body, only tasted 
drink on two occasions, viz., when she was 
very poorly and when she wasn’t. As he had 
said, however, a great improvement had 
taken place in this matter, just as a change 
had taken place otherwise in medical practice. 
Formerly, the doctors used to bleed every- 
body ; but most of them now only bled 
people’s pockets. (Laughter, and hear, hear.) 
He said those present need not, however, 
make so much noise about this confession ; 
because the doctors made precious little out 
of the teetotallers. Temperance people were 
not the people who kept up the doctors, but 
rather those who are called moderate drink- 
ers.”

TRANSIT OP VENUS. 



Although th iajmpor taut event has become 
& thing of the past and almost forgotten by 
the ordinary run of the human family, yet 
in the scientific world it is still engaging cloBe 
and profound study. Considerable interest 
was manifested in the phenomenon through- 
out the civilized world, and liberal provision 
was made by the United States and various 
European Governments in the equipment 
of observation parties. Among these the 
American expedition held a foremost place, 
not only as being fitted out with the most 
approved modern apparatus for the great 
work in hand, but from the fact' that the 
organization was under the personal super- 
vision of Dr Peters, a gentleman who ranks 
among the most prominent scientists of 
the day, and who has contributed very 
greatly to our knowledge of the celestial uni- 
verse. He was ably assisted by Lieut. Bass, 
to whose efforts the expedition was much in- 
debted for its success. It will be recollected 
that Queenstown was selected as the point of 
observation by the American company, and 
it is almost needless to recall the fact that to 
them befel the good fortune xo have the most 
perfect view obtained In this colony. The 
practical results of their labors will probably 
not be fully published to the orld for at 
least two years more, which will give some 
idea of the problems to be worked out, and 
the labor thereby entailed. Remembering the 
strong local interest manifested in the work 
of Dr Peters 1 party, no doubt it will be gratis 
fying to hear that that gentleman met with a 
most enthusiastic reception on his return to 
America. A Queenstown resident has for- 
warded us copy of the paper containing ^ 
detailed account of the reception of Dr 
Peters by the most distinguished men in the 
United States, including the faculty of 
Hamilton College, New York, of which the 
guest is one of the professors. The paper is\ 
dated 4th June, and several columus are de-

It was very nearly a year ago that 
I left for New Zealand. Nature was then 
smijing and beautiful, and now her aspect is 
the same.

Nothing was damaged, and 
after two weeks everything was established. 
Among other things we raised a pole 40 feet 
high, and set flying the stars and stripes. I 
can not in this connection extend too much 
praise to my assistant, who was zealous and 
efficient. In the two great objects of our ex- 
pedition, as you already know, we were suc- 
cessful. We have not only succeeded, but 
the problem of the parallax is already well 
nigh settled, f Applause.] On our instru- 
ments much will depend in the final conclu- 
sion of the problem. Much of its efficiency 
is due to the labors of Professor Henry 
Draper of New York, But it is a pleasure to 
learn that no party entirely 1 failed in the ob- 
servations. Therefore, it is with great pride 
that men of science can regard the results of 
the expedition.
